A MOTHER who lost her young 
son in a tragic accident has started 
a petition for a bike park to be set 
up in the place where he died. 

Danielle O’Brien’s world was tom apart last 
month when her 13-year-old son fell 20ft to his 
death from a makeshift rope swing, leaving a 
“gaping hole” in her life. 

Cagney had been playing with friends in 
Monks Way on the Buckland estate when the 
accident happened and since then the single 
mother has been suffering panic attacks and 
can’t go out alone. 

But now Danielle and two others close to the 
tragic teenager have started an online petition 
to get a bike or skate park set up in the area 
where he fell to give youngsters a place to go. 

She said: “This is really giving me something 
to focus on. It’s only been running about 
nine days and already there are so many 
signatures. 

“There is a BMX park up here already, but 
Cagney told me he couldn’t ride his bike there 
because it needed to be resurfaced to smoothe 
out all the bumps. 

“It’s been left to ruin and only dog-walkers go 
there now. 

“That’s why he was playing on the rope 
swing - otherwise he’d be up there on his 
bike.” 

Danielle is aiming for 1,000 signatures to 
back the campaign. 

She said: “It’s too late for Cagney now, but 
others can benefit from it.” 

A plaque has also been unveiled at Rhodes 
Minnis Cat Sanctuary during a small cere¬ 
mony in memory of the youngster. 

Danielle said Cagney loved animals and

MPs back lobby 
by port workers 


ANGRY workers at the 
Port of Dover have staged a 
noisy protest against the 
privatisation of their jobs. 

Members of Unite, the UK’s largest 
trade union, waved banners and 
blew whistles in front of Dover 
Harbour Board’s headquarters at 
Harbour House on Monday morning. 

Dover and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser 
and South Thanet MP Dr Steve 
Ladyman also attended before meet¬ 
ing with harbour board chief execu¬ 
tive Bob Goldfield to ask him to 
reconsider the decision to outsource 
landside services. 

If the plans go ahead, 190 jobs 
could be lost over the next 12 months 
and commercial contractors will run 
many of the port operations, includ¬ 
ing mooring and security services. 

Mr Prosser said “The plans are not 
definite and are being resisted. A bal¬ 
lot has taken place with regards to 
industrial action and I’m sure the 
board will take notice of that. 

“There will be further meetings 
between harbour board executives 
and Unite officials, and people such 
as Steve and I will continue to sup¬ 
port workers in their struggle to 
oppose these unnecessary and 
untimely changes.” 

Dr Ladyman, a former Transport 
Minister, said: “I was asked to be 
here by my constituents who work in 
the port who are very worried about 
their jobs. 

“I’m here to make sure the board 
and Bob Goldfield know exactly how 
they feel. These people have been 
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loyal for decades and do a great job. 

“There seems to be no reason to 
put them at risk in the way that’s 
been proposed.” 

Dover Harbour Board has stressed 
that under employment protection 
rules job losses would be “minimal”. 

But in a statement it said service 
operations at the port had to be 
opened up to competition, in line 
with European Commission objec¬ 
tives, before the second ferry termi¬ 
nal is built. 

The workers lobbying Harbour 
House, however, believe that employ¬ 
ment protection will only last 12 
months and that after that they will 
be pushed out. 

Peter Smith has worked at the port 
for 34 years, mooring ships and 
cruise liners. 

He said: “I’d be happier if they 
could promise us redundancy pay, 
but they won’t. I’ve been working 
here all these years and yet they’re 
showing no loyalty.” 

After the meeting, Mr Prosser said: 
“Mr Goldfield failed to convince us of 
the need to impose such a radical 
change. 

“He was also unable to justify why 
he and the board had taken a unilat¬ 
eral decision to rid themselves of 
their loyal workforce without any 
negotiation with staff or the union. 

“Even for the most hard-nosed pri¬ 
vate employer such an attitude 
would be unacceptable, but for a pub¬ 
lic trust like Dover Harbour Board to 
behave in this way is unheard of.”

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Wale with ghosts 
on a tour through 
hidden passages 

Dover Castle invites you to a spooky evening in 


DOVER Castle has always 
been considered one of Eng¬ 
land’s most haunted castles. 

According to staff at English 
Heritage, even the most cynical of peo¬ 
ple have been swayed by the spooky 
goings-on in the fort. 

Some members of the public have 
even been brave enough to take part 
in ghost tours run over the Halloween 
period - many with frightening out¬ 
comes. 

And this year, never-before-seen 
parts of the supposed haunted castle 
are being revealed to the public dur¬ 
ing the evening tours. 

With the keep closed for renovation, 
the tours will instead lead through 
Hudson’s Passage and Avranches 
Tower. 

Christine Pascall, visitor operations 
manager at the castle, spoke to Your- 
dover about her ghostly experiences. 

She said: “A lot of the stories you 
hear about are anecdotal, but there 
are also very clear, precise things that 
have happened. 

“Many people who go on our ghost 
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tours experience something - one 
time a woman became hysterical, say¬ 
ing she saw something, and had to be 
brought outside.” 

Christine first got involved in the 
tours when she was covering for 
another member of staff and since 
then she has become fascinated by the 
sprits that lurk inside the walls of the 
castle. 

She said: “Some parts are more 
haunted than others. In the wartime 
tunnels I’d say 99 per cent of staff 
have experienced something or heard 
footsteps when no one’s been around.” 

Experiments have taken place to 
see whether they can prove there is 
something there. 

In one area of the fort, coins were 
put on the floor and drawn around in 
white chalk. The door was locked so no 
one could enter, but when staff re¬ 
entered the coins had been moved. 

Many of the spirits are also linked to 
documented events over the last 2,000 
years. 


Christine said: “There are lots of 
signs that spirits are here. That’s not 
to say everyone will have an experi¬ 
ence, but some, especially children, 
are more sensitive to it than others.” 

But Christine insists that none of 
the ghosts are aggressive, except a 
“malevolent” naval officer in the 
wartime tunnels. 

She said: “There are different spirits 
from different eras. We even have a 
cat from World War Two which we 
hear meowing in closed tunnels.” 

According to Christine, Charles I is 
a regular visitor to the keep and when 
he is present there is a strong smell of 
tobacco in the air. 

She said: “The way we can tell if 
there is a spirit around is through 
indications such as orbs, cold spots or 
the smell of roses. 

“I’ve been sent many pictures of orbs 
from people on the tours.” 

But Christine doesn’t let the spirits 
worry her: “I say good morning to 
them when I come in to work.” 

The evening ghost tours run on 
Fridays and Saturdays from 5.15pm 
to 8.30pm and cost £20 per person.

Advice to guide companies 
through these dark times 


: It's all-change at St James's in 
Dover. Search 'st james' 


DOVER District Council has dis¬ 
cussed ways it can help small busi¬ 
nesses get through the doom and 
gloom of the credit crunch. 

At a meeting last Wednesday, issues sur¬ 
rounding the current economic climate were 
brought forward and the council considered 
how bright the future of Dover looks. 

Problems faced by small businesses were 
high on the agenda with a cross-party agree¬ 
ment that these are the “lifeblood” of the town 
and joint support is needed to see them through 
the economic downturn. 

Support 

It was also stated that the majority of people 
will get through the credit crunch, but that the 
council will give support to those who are 
struggling. 

The council is already helping small busi¬ 
nesses by offering a 50 per cent rate relief on 
those with a rateable value of less that £5,000. 

At the meeting, Cllr Paul Watkins, Tory 
leader of DDC, also stressed that Dover is in a 
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“better” position than other towns due to its 
recent successful bid for Growth Point status. 

The government initiative gives local author¬ 
ities access to millions of pounds to help them 
pursue large scale and sustainable growth. 

With major regeneration in Dover, including 
the development of 10,000 homes and the 
Dover Town Investment Zone, Cllr Watkins is 
looking positively for the future of the district. 

He said the growth bid will apply to business¬ 
es having difficulties and the funds will make a 
big difference to firms under threat of closure. 

He said: “The growth designation brings us 
money in advance so we should be able to apply 
this to those people in trouble. 

“Expansion in the district is also taking place 
and we need to take advantage of the opportu¬ 
nities it provides.” 

He also mentioned the close partnership with 
Dover Pride who is also working towards help¬ 
ing Dover’s businesses. 

Cllr Watkins said: “Through all this we must 


make sure we get the right voices heard in the 
right areas.” 

But Cllr Gordon Cowen, deputy leader of the 
Labour group, stressed he didn’t want to give 
false hopes to the community. 

He said: “Shops are starting to close down. 

‘We must build up our local economy and 
increase the opening of shops - this will keep it 
thriving.” 

He also mentioned plans for the St James site 
and the development of the Asda store. 

He said: “Folkestone had talks with Asda at 
the same time as us and theirs is up and run¬ 
ning now. 

We’ve got to instead look after these smaller 
businesses as they far outweigh the bigger 
ones.” 

The council’s own financial situation was also 
looked at with the £1 million lost through 
Landsbanki and the “capping” of employment 
within the establishment. 

It was agreed that redeployment and retrain¬ 
ing will take place which could result in the loss 
of up to fifteen jobs, but would offer more “sta¬ 
bility” to employees. 
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Town edges nearer 
to Fairtrade status 

Cllr Jones said: ‘When we applied for the 
status before, I think we were trying to run 
before we could walk. 

“This time, with the help and support of the 
community, as well as Tammy Stewart-Jones, I 
think we have a really good chance, and 
Tammy thinks so too.” 

A final decision will be made in February as 
Fairtrade Fortnight kicks off. 

The two week campaign aims to raise aware¬ 
ness of ways to encourage fair working condi¬ 
tions and fair prices for goods produced in 
developing countries. 

Cllr Jones said: “We strongly support the 
Fairtrade initiative here in Dover and hopeful¬ 
ly this will be recognised.” 

The first town to be awarded the status was 
Garstang in Lancashire in April 2000. 

There are now more than 300 Fairtrade 
towns in the UK and a further 200 campaign¬ 
ing towards it. 


DOVER’S quest for Fairtrade 
status has moved another step clos¬ 
er as the final application process 
begins. 

And with the town council surpassing the set 
criteria, supporters of the campaign are confi¬ 
dent Dover will become one of many areas in 
the UK helping to stop poverty in developing 
countries. 

Deputy Mayor of Dover, Cllr Sue Jones, has 
been fighting for Fairtrade status for the past 
year and despite a setback when a previous 
application was turned down, she is positive 
this time will be different. 

She said: ‘We have worked hard to achieve 
the criteria and we tick all the boxes. 

“In fact, the Fairtrade Foundation states that 
we must have six shops and three restaurants 
selling Fairtrade products and we are already 
beating these figures.” 
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Seven restaurants are already involved, 
including Le Salle Vert, The Allotment, Dickens 
Comer, Costa Coffee, the Three Cooks and De 
Bradelei Wharfs coffee shop, so hopes are run¬ 
ning high. 

Cllr Jones said: “We’ve worked with schools 
and community groups to get them on board 
and there is strong support from the town 
council. 

“We’ll submit the final application next 
month and then it’s fingers crossed for the 
town.” 

Working closely with the council is Tammy 
Stewart-Jones from the Thanet Fairtrade 
Initiative. 

She helped gain Fairtrade status for 
Thanet and is confident the same will be 
granted to Dover. 



Plans for Dieppe crossing 

A NEW ferry service running from Dover 
to Dieppe is being considered by Dover 
Harbour Board. 

An application has been put in by ferry 
firm LD Lines who recently secured 
approval from the Port of Dover to run a 
service to Boulogne. 

The application for a service to Dieppe is 
currently being looked into and consulted 
upon with port users. 

Dover Harbour Board said a decision is 
likely to be reached in November. 


VIEW THIS 
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AS POIGNANT AS EVER... 

Since the end of the last world war there has only been one year, 1968, when British service 
personnel have not been killed in the service of their country. 

Of those who survive, many are either physically or emotionally injured in the course of their 
service and they, and their families, are left to pick up the pieces. 

Last week civic leaders and military commanders from across Kent gathered at County Hall in 
Maidstone to attend the launch of the Kent Poppy Appeal - with children from Folkestone mak¬ 
ing the main presentation to veterans. 

Poppies were presented to veterans of the Second World War, the Gulf War and conflicts in 
Afghanistan and Northern Ireland by children from All Souls' Church of England Primary School. 

The event was hosted by county council chairman Peter Lake. 

He said: "In these tough economic times everyone suffers and the serving and ex-service 
community are no exception. With current operations in Iraq and Afghanistan we are reminded 
that the human cost of conflict is sadly ongoing and that the Poppy Appeal is still as relevant 
now as it ever has been." 


Town hall jobs set to go as 
credit crunch takes its toll 


JOB cuts have been confirmed at Dover 
District Council as it struggles to cope with 
the current economic crisis. 

Up to 15 workers will go, saving the council 
a possible £500,000 as it tries to cope with a 
deficit of £750,000. 

But to keep the number of redundancies 
down, a system of retraining and redeploy¬ 
ment is taking place and a system of‘capping’ 
will help in reducing the size of the authority. 

Nadeem Aziz, DDC chief executive, said it 
was a “pragmatic and timely solution” which 
would offer “some form of employment stabil¬ 
ity at an unstable time”. 

It was unanimously decided at a council 


meeting on Wednesday last week that it was 
the most “viable” answer to the economic 
downturn. 

Cllr Ben Bano, leader of the Labour group, 
recommended that further discussions be 
made with trade unions as the situation 
evolves. 

He said: ‘These are worrying and serious 
times and although I don’t want to stand in 
the way I’m aware that we need to keep some 
Unison control on this.” 

This was received with cross-party support 
and it was unanimously decided that capping 
and redeployment was the way forward to 
help deal with the financial struggle.

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Foreign offshore wages 
brought into spotlight 

MP Gwyn Prosser has spoken in Parliament 
about the issue of “poverty wages” being paid to 
foreign seafarers. 

The MP for Dover and Deal is backing mar¬ 
itime union RMT, which is calling for an amend¬ 
ment to the Employment Bill to stop foreign 
workers on foreign vessels being paid well below 
the UK minimum wage. 

Currently, a loophole in the law means they 
only receive the minimum wage if they are work¬ 
ing in UK internal waters, such as rivers and 
ports. As soon as they work 12 miles from the 
coast, in territorial waters, they get paid consid¬ 
erably less. 

According to Mr Prosser, a Cypriot-flagged ship 
sailing in British waters is paying its foreign 
workers just £295 a month for a 40-hour week. 

In another case an Indian-flagged vessel is said 
to be paying as low as £1.63 an hour. 

Mr Prosser said: “Our concerns on the matter 
are on two levels. The exception of foreign seafar¬ 
ers from the minimum wage allows exploitation 
of foreign workers and secondly undermines 
employers of British seafarers.” 

Some employers choose to employ foreign 
workers over British people as it costs them less. 

Mr Prosser said: “Shortly the Employment Bill 
is coming before Parliament and I want to use 
this as a lever against the current policy. 

“I will put forward amendments to the Bill to 
bring about change. Government will resist this, 
but at the least it will concentrate their minds.” 

RMT general secretary Bob Crow said: “Gwyn 
Prosser has done a huge service by raising the 
shame of poverty wages being paid to seafarers 
working on ships that ply only between UK ports 
or service the UK offshore sector.” 

He stated that the Government should make a 
“straightforward” amendment to the Employ¬ 
ment Bill to change “this shameful loophole”. 

He added: “When the minimum wage was 
brought in, the Government assured us it would 
apply to seafarers. But there are employers out 
there paying seafarers at rates that would land 
them at court if they tried to get away with pay¬ 
ing that on dry land.”

Go-ahead for £600m plan 
to improve county schools 


■ BY NICK AMES 


A £600 MILLION project to improve 
education across the county has 
received the green light. 

The Building Schools for the Future pro¬ 
gramme will now get under way with four 
schools in Thanet, one in Heme Bay and one 
in Whitstable among the first to benefit. 

Kent County Council has signed a contract 
for the project with three development part¬ 
ners, using money from central government. 

A further 25 schools across Thanet, Swale 
and north Kent are among the next to be 
considered. 

The plan is also set to benefit the construc¬ 
tion industry and as part of the deal with the 
Land Securities Trillium, BSF Investments 
and Northgate Education a total of 400 
apprenticeships will be offered. 

Among the first schools to be transformed 
are Charles Dickens, Dane Court and 
St George’s CE in Broadstairs, King Ethelbert 
in Birchington, the Community College 
Whitstable and Heme Bay High School. 

The project is part of a countywide initiative 
on education worth £1.8 billion - the largest 
school-building project in Europe. 

KCC’s cabinet member for education opera¬ 
tions, resources and skills, Mark Dance said: 
“The signing of this contract marks a historic

day for education in Kent. The Building 
Schools for the Future programme will see 
radical transformation of school buildings in 
the county. 

“State-of-the-art technology, fantastic learn¬ 
ing and teaching environments and unrivalled 
community facilities will have a huge impact 
on generations to come. This an enormously 
exciting time.” 

And the county council’s managing director 
for children, families and education, Graham 


Badman, said: “The timing of this contract 
marks the start, not the end of the process. 

“This process will give Kent and other 
authorities a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity 
not just to transform the schools through 
rebuilding but to create the circumstances 
that will determine a 21st-century curriculum 
where the needs and ability of the learner are 
central to the school curriculum.” 

But a row over who should get the praise for 
the project has broken out. 

Thanet South MP Stephen Ladyman has 
attacked KCC as “pathetic” for issuing a state¬ 
ment which he says claims sole credit for a 
project which is actually a Government- 
funded initiative. 

Dr Ladyman said: “Building Schools for the 
Future is indeed a magnificent project and as 
KCC acknowledges it is an ambitious plan 
that will eventually see every secondary 
school rebuilt or refurbished - but it is not a 
county initiative. 

“Building Schools for the Future is a 
Government programme, a Government ini¬ 
tiative and it relies on Government funding. 
Certainly local programmes are planned and 
implemented locally, but in a partnership one 
partner should not try to deny the involve¬ 
ment of the partner that makes it all possible. 

“For KCC to try to take the credit for this 
scheme and not acknowledge the role of 
Government in making it possible is pathetic. 
They should apologise at once.”

Mark Evans, the RSPCA’s chief vet, said: 
“Every year, fireworks and other loud noises 
are a source of great anxiety for many dogs. 
But what most owners don’t realise is that this 
is a treatable problem. Scientifically proven 
therapy tools such as the Sounds Scary! CD, 
can help to teach dogs to be less afraid of fire¬ 
works, so the next fireworks season will be less 
stressful for both the owner and their dog.” 

An estimated 45 per cent of dogs in the UK 
show signs of fear when they hear fireworks 1 


- meaning up to three million dogs could be 
affected this Bonfire Night. 

The RSPCA wants to spread the message 
that pet owners do not have to watch their 
canine companions suffer every year.

But county Neighbourhood Watch co-ordi- 
nator, Terry McCormick, is reminding 
everyone who takes part in trick and treat¬ 
ing to remember not to over step the mark. 

He said far from it being fun, older people 
can find the experience frightening and 
urged revellers to respect the Kent Police 
signs in windows which state homeowners 
will not open the door to trick or treaters. 

He added if they do not get a reply, they 
should not persist as it may be the person 
inside is scared. 

The advice is part of Kent Police’s Safer 
Autumn Campaign - an initiative offering 
residents, businesses and young people advice 
to help them stay safe at this time of year. 

Mr McCormick said: “Unexpected callers 
at the door can cause some anxiety for older 
people, particularly for those who live alone. 

‘When those callers present themselves 
in the dark, often wearing scary face masks, 
it can be a traumatic experience, and it is 
clearly unacceptable to inflict such distress 
on older people. 

‘Without wishing to impinge on the tradi¬ 
tions of Halloween, we would ask trick or 
treaters not to call on older people and to 
please keep their activities lawful. 

“The recent creation of our Senior Watch 
scheme has allowed us to contact many 
hundreds of pensioners with information 
and police will be taking action if Halloween 
activities result in criminal offences.”

Air ambulance chief's bid to win fuel cash back for charity 


THE chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance Trust has launched an 
appeal to claim back Briton’s money 
after airline price fix. 

On September 26, the Northern 
District Court, in San Francisco, 
ruled British Airways and Virgin 
Atlantic airlines repay over £73 mil¬ 
lion to British victims, for their part 
an alleged unlawful fuel surcharge 
price fixing arrangement. 

Anybody who flew long-haul with 
either airline between August 11, 
2004 and March 23, 2006 are enti¬ 


tled to claim up to £20. In America, 
if affected passengers do not claim 
their refund by 2012 the unclaimed 
money will be donated to a specific 
charity to avoid the airlines profit¬ 
ing from the scheme. 

This is not the case in England. 

Chief executive Mr Philpott, 
travelled to San Francisco in April 
this year, to persuade the court to 
allow the UK to have the same 
rights, and allow English charities 
to benefit from the payout. 

But the airlines refused to budge. 


Determined Mr Philpott, proposed a 
motion to allow passengers to tick a 
box on a claim form or online, and 
donate their refunds to charity. 

But British Airways refused, say¬ 
ing: “Thus, Settlement Class 
Members who submit valid claims 
and receive refund payments can 
easily give that money to the chari¬ 
ty of their choice if they so desire.” 

Mr Philpott said: “There is 
£73million up for grabs, which if gift 
aided to charity would amount to 
almost £100miUion. 


“As the credit crunch bites, chari¬ 
ties will need to be ever more 
resourceful in their fund-raising 
and this is a pain-free way to ask 
supporters to help. 

“By registering a claim and then 
passing that money onto the charity 
of their choice, thousands of good 
causes can benefit.”

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Wash your hands 
to help save lives 


THE head of nursing in west Kent has 
highlighted the message that simply 
washing your hands can save fives. 

Barrie Collins, director of nursing and 
infection control and prevention at NHS 
West Kent, said the primary care trust 
was launching a national initiative 
across its six community hospitals called 
Clean Your Hands, on Monday. 

District nurses, health visitors and 
other healthcare professionals in the 
community will also be talking to 
patients about the need for basic hand 
hygiene, he said. 

The launch comes after Infection 
Control Week, which ran from Monday 
to Friday, to raise awareness about the 
work being done to protect patients from 
superbugs and other infectious diseases. 

Mr Collins said: ‘We have trained staff 
and put up notices about the campaign 
and we’ve already got hand-gel containers. 

“It is basically reminding people of the 
importance of washing your hands and 
that it is everyone’s business - it is the 
single most important thing we can all 
do to stop the spread of infection.” 

The initiative from the National 
Patient Safety Agency has been running 
in acute hospitals across the country and 
the PCT is among the first to introduce 
it in community services facilities. 

KOS Media has been running a cam¬ 
paign across Kent since February to 
highlight the importance of hand-wash¬ 
ing and basic hygiene in the battle 
against killer bugs such as MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile. 

Infection rates are down but Mr 
Collins explained how with infections 
like Norovirus, or winter vomiting dis¬ 
ease, now is an important time to take 
precautions. 

He said: “It’s important not to visit 
hospitals if you have been sick or had 
diarrhoea because it can spread easily. 

“Also, we heat our houses in the winter 
which creates warm environments where 
bugs can grow, so we have to be vigilant.”

A PUPIL from a school in Deal 
has won a young inventors com¬ 
petition with a machine designed 
to revolutionise football referee¬ 
ing. 

Arran Hope, a year five pupil at North- 
bourne Park School, came up with a device 
called Referee as part of a Government- 
backed project, the 2008 Cracking Ideas com¬ 
petition.

We need long-term 
airport thinking 

No one denies the need for more 
jobs on Romney Marsh, but the 
expansion plans of the airport are 
simply the wrong way to do it. 

The remoteness of the site, 
environmental dangers; both 
locally and worldwide; and the 
worsening financial recession 
make it folly to expand. 

As regards B Godfrey’s 
mention of the previous public 
inquiry in the early 1990s, these 
are of little relevance now as 
circumstances have changed 
considerably. 

Also the costs of any new 
public inquiry on the current 


plans can be avoided by 
withdrawing them now rather 
than persisting. 

As for employment in the area, 
it’s more likely that the few extra 
jobs the expansion plans and 
aircraft repair centre; which 
Manston is likely better situated 
for anyway; might provide, could 
largely be replaced with more 
and better ones at firms making 
renewables tech. 

These along with those created 
by expanding local tourism to a 
currently mostly quiet and 
peaceful area. 

So, Shepway Council and the 
current owners of Lydd should 
change course to take fall 
advantage of the recently 
announced increased 
Government support for the 
development of such energy 
alternatives. These could include 
home and office insulation firms, 
along with solar panel and other 
similar types of business. 

They could also explore any 
monies from the EU under the 
new Renewables Directive for 
further help. 

In addition, jobs could also be 
provided by investing in a couple 
of combined heat and power 
plants in the Shepway and 
Marsh areas to help supply the 
local energy grid. 

Its been estimated that CHP 
plants across the UK could 
provide more energy than all the 
current nuclear stations, thus 
removing any need for an 
expensive and hazardous new 
build programme including at 
Dungeness. 

A solar power ‘farm’, as being 
built in several places in Europe, 
could also provide both jobs and 
clean power locally. 

While Lydd airport could 
remain as it is now, a short-hop 
and light aircraft venue with 
attached repair centre for those 
so preserving the existing jobs; it 
is the green sector manufacturing 
initiatives that must be the way 
forward for the area. 


Locally all that appears lacking 
is the political will and 
leadership to do so. Time for a 
major change from the myopic 
and short-termist views 
currently on display at the 
council and airport.

Back to the drawing 
board for road plans 

Once again we have seen a serious 
incident in London Road that has 
resulted in severe disruption on the 
Dover one-way traffic system. 

Now three times in possibly as 
many months.

Maybe 
road schemes introduced in Dover in 
the late 60s and early 70s no longer 
suit the way that transport is going 
in the 21st century as we turn 
towards reducing our carbon 
footprint and vehicle emissions in 
particular.

A well-designed building will 
avoid the risk of flooding, which may 
be a once-in-a-lifetime event. 

At this critical stage let’s avoid 
further controversy and all pull 
together to make sure that we get 
the hospital which Dover deserves 
as quickly as possible.

Keeping people in 
their own homes 

FOLLOWING predictions that many 
homeowners could fall into negative 
equity, Yvette Cooper, the Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury, has pledged 
that the Government would act to pre¬ 
vent people from losing their homes. 

The Government has injected billions 
into the banks as a result of the financial 
crisis, prompting some analysts to sug¬ 
gest that repossessions should be sus¬ 
pended entirely 

But Ms Cooper feels a balanced 
approach is necessary. ‘We need a more 
responsible approach to repossessions,” 
she said. 

“I think repossession needs to be lot 
rarer. We need to do everything we can to 
keep people in their own homes.” 

Safety first when 
looking for digs 

PARENTS are being urged to check the 
safety of digs when their sons and 
daughters choose to live off campus 
when they attend university. 

Just 11 per cent of students and par¬ 
ents think that checking with landlords 
for a gas safety record is a priority - 
whereas it is actually a legal require¬ 
ment. 

Only 15 per cent take the trouble to 
verify that boilers are sound, according 
to a safety survey by property analysts. 

Fewer than one in ten think the pres¬ 
ence of carbon monoxide alarms in their 
digs is important when they’re choosing 
a property, despite the very real threat 
posed by this ‘silent killer’. 

The Health and Safety Executive is 
now warning landlords to ensure gas 
appliances are safe for tenants after two 
people were poisoned by carbon monox¬ 
ide from a boiler in their flat that had 
not been properly maintained. 



YOUNG FUN: Living away from home and off 
campus is exciting - but there are hidden dangers 


THERE was good news at this 
year’s Kent Property Market 
Report - unveiled at Brands Hatch 
MotorSport Vision Centre - which 
revealed that despite the economic 
downturn the county’s property 
market showed a steady perform¬ 
ance in 2007/08. 

Experts say this will leave the local economy 
in a good state when the market stabilises. 

The average office rental value grew by two 
per cent, industrial rental value rose by 1.7 per 
cent, with retail rents increasing by 2.5 per 
cent. 

The report cautioned that Kent will not be 
immune from the downturn. However, the con¬ 
tinued investment in infrastructure and 
regeneration projects will see it in a healthy 
position when the markets rebound. 

The report was written by Kent County 
Council and property experts Cluttons.

“Amid the gloom of an unstable national econ¬ 
omy, I believe we have a lot to look forward to 
and be positive about in Kent. 

“Significant projects are really moving for¬ 
ward, including our transformational Building 
Schools for the Future programme, the inno¬ 
vative Turner Contemporary building in 
Thanet and the exciting academy roll-out. 

‘With the 2012 Olympic Games, the develop¬ 
ment of Thames Gateway and the introduc¬ 
tion of the high-speed rail link to London com¬ 
ing on-line, Kent offers enormous opportuni¬ 
ties to residents, businesses and visitors.” 

Locate in Kent had a successful year, with 
demand for office space in June 2008 up by 
more than a third compared with June 2007. 

The Channel Corridor and Thames Gateway 
remain particularly popular locations for occu¬ 
piers. David Elliott, partner at Cluttons, said: 


“The lettings market is offering real value at 
the moment, as property is widely available, 
with residential and commercial occupiers in a 
position to maintain current rental rates. 

We expect this trend to continue in the fore¬ 
seeable future, especially for commercial occu¬ 
piers, as Kent offers a very attractive rate com¬ 
pared with the UK average.” 

Kent’s regeneration projects progressed well 
during the year, particularly in the growth 
areas of the Thames Gateway and Ashford. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “Between April 2007 and March 
2008, Locate in Kent recorded 235 new proj¬ 
ects. 

“This included more interest from interna¬ 
tional companies looking to set up a base in 
the UK 

“In these difficult economic times, we expect 
businesses will look to relocate to more cost- 
competitive and high-quality property options, 
and Kent and Medway are ready to service 
this demand.”

This explains 
the improved driving dynamics, aided by 
decent engines. 

Our test car had the top spec trim and 
107bhp 1.6-litre diesel engine pairing - the 
Outdoor HDi 110 (£15,305). 

It just purred and economy was exceptional 
- the onboard computer rarefy showed less 
than 40mpg and averaged around 50mpg. 

We had just one gripe; the rear seats don’t 
rake to allow those in the back to sleep easier 
on long runs, but the Tepee does so much else: 
it is a brilliant picnic wagon inside or out 
with sliding rear doors, versatile seating, all 
that storage and a huge and sheltering lift-up 
tailgate clearing the heads of people well over 
six foot. 

I particularly liked the ‘letterbox’ shelving 
above the front seats - great for all the travel 
documents and so on for a journey like ours. 

The test car also had the £550 Zenith roof 
with extra vents, roof lockers and more glazing 
to make the cabin even airier. 

For budget practicality, the Tepee is hard to 
beat.

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Banking on a return 
to sensible lending

FINALLY there is some good news on the hori¬ 
zon for small businesses across the county. 

Banks have been told by the Government to roll back the 
clocks and start lending to smaller firms at the sort of levels 
seen in 2007. 

Up until now, the main reason for the reluctance has been banks 
have been frightened to lend to each other, but over the last days 
positive signs indicate cash might start flowing again with a lower 
lending rate between them - the so-called Libor (London Inter- 
Bank Offered Rate) - hopefully fuelling the revival. 

In fact, although Kent firms have not found it a bed of roses 
with banks recently, banks are still very much in business and 
firms with good track records are still getting help. 

Barclays Commercial Bank said figures gleaned nationally 
have been mirrored in the county - and if they are to be 
believed they show the commercial landscape is not all doom 
and gloom. 

Research on loans levels by UK small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs) with £1 million-plus turnovers shows that 
since the beginning of 2008, 16 per cent of companies have 
taken out loans of £500,000 or more, an increase of three per 
cent on the same period of 2007. 

Roger Cowap, Barclays area corporate director for Kent, said: 
“National figures are reflected locally where we have already 
funded significant deals this year. 

“There is a perception that we are declining most loan appli¬ 
cations, but as long as a business has a strong management 
team and a good proposition then we want to help and in this 
section of the market over nine out of ten loan applications are 
successful. We are very much open for business.” 

Dr Richard Roberts, SME market analysis director, said: 
“Overall, we have seen a slight increase in loan applications in 
recent months, in contrast to the trend in 2006/07, while appli¬ 
cation success rates for established SME customers remain at 
over 90 per cent. 

“The findings of the study indicate that established SMEs 
are borrowing to capitalise on business growth opportunities 
and are receiving the support from lenders to do so. 

“These figures go against any suggestions that UK SMEs are 
experiencing limited growth potential and indicates confidence 
despite current market conditions. 

“Many UK enterprises are in a relatively strong position to 
borrow and this should help these firms to benefit from the 
upside of the business cycle over the next few years” 

The research also comes as the Bank of England continues 
to maintain its stance on curbing further inflationary pressure 
by not dropping interest rates.

THE full extent of Folkestone 
Invicta’s crippling financial prob¬ 
lems was revealed to supporters in 
a meeting at the Buzzlines Stadium 
on Saturday night. 

Former Ashford Town chairman Mark 
Jenner, who is acting as a consultant for the 
Seasiders, explained the club was more than 
£200,000 in the red. Half the bill is made up of 
a claim by the Inland Revenue for unpaid tax 
accumulated over the past six years. 

Jenner, who has experience of operating 
under similar conditions when he took over at 
Ashford in 2001, will attempt to negotiate a set¬ 
tlement on the club’s behalf. 

He told Yourshepway the club would fold if it 
could not come to an arrangement over the 
unpaid taxes. 

“It’s such a large number it would be fatal to 
the club,” he said. “If I don’t sort this out in the 
next few weeks then we would have no alterna¬ 
tive but to become insolvent.” 

Fans leaving messages on the club’s forum 
were amazed by the extent of the debt. While 
supporters’ club chairman Clive Arnold is fear¬ 
ful about the immediate problems, he remains 
optimistic for the future. 

He said: “There will always be a groundswell 
to keep it going. There might be 1,000 people in 
Folkestone interested in the club but most don’t 
go all the time. It boils down to how much 
Folkestone wants a football team.” 

Manager Neil Cugley has been in charge at 
Invicta for more than a decade, but the prob¬ 


lems could force him out if they cannot be 
sorted out quickly. 

With wages no longer paid to the manage¬ 
ment team as well as the playing squad, he 
will review his position on a monthly basis. 

Cugley has been in football management 
for more than 20 years but admitted this 


was the most difficult period he had faced. 

He said: “I suppose this is the toughest situa¬ 
tion because you are letting down a lot of peo¬ 
ple. I have had problems before when I was at 
Ashford and here at Folkestone, but this is the 
most dramatic one I have had. I’m a positive 
person and I think everything will be resolved.”

Championship returns 
to 'home of rallycross' 

LYDDEN Hill circuit will host a round of 
the 2009 European Rallycross 
Championship, bringing the series back to 
Britain after a 12-year absence. 

The Dover circuit was told by motorsport 
governing body the FIA last week that its 
bid to host the championship had been suc¬ 
cessful. 

Russia and Finland also tabled a bid to 
host the event, but were unsuccessful. 

The world’s most popular rallycross 
championship last visited the Dover circuit 
in 1996. 

Circuit owner Amy Doran is delighted to 
bring the series back to the "home of rally- 
cross’ and is expecting a possible record 
crowd for the event. 

The circuit’s biggest crowd was in 2007 
for Lydden Hill’s 40th anniversary, where 
8,000 fans flocked to the track. 

She said: “It is a great honour to be able to 
host the event and bring the championship 
back to Britain after such a long time. 

“We are hoping to attract a crowd of about 
30,000 and it may even be broadcast on tel¬ 
evision. 

“It was great to beat the likes of Russia 
and Finland. The sport is huge over there, 
so I was quite surprised when I heard the 
result.” 

The announcement of the championship 
returning to Lydden Hill marks a turn¬ 
around in the circuit’s fortunes. 

A year ago its future was in doubt after 
the lease from McLaren International had 
expired. The Doran family, who are well- 
known in rallycross circles, stepped in to 
save the track. 

The family, including former British 
champion Pat Doran, have revamped the 
venue, an achievement recognised by the 
FIA’s decision to award Lydden the 
European Championship. 

However, the Dorans have more work to 
do before the European Rallycross 
Championship can go ahead, as a new sec¬ 
tion of track needs to be added. 

Amy Doran said: “The track isn’t ready 
yet but we hope it will be early next year. 

“FIA regulations state there has to be a 
certain amount of gravel and tarmac sec¬ 
tions, so we have to add a new section which 
will probably cost £100,000.”
